A democratic body elected by the students vested 
with executive, legislative, and judicial powers is the 
Student Council. They are a tightly-knit organization 
of students who have shown leadership ability. 

The members of the home room elect a president who, 
in turn, represents them at the Student Council.

The Council is made still stronger by having as mem- 
bers the chairman of the seventeen committees who 
do all the varied tasks that help to make school life 
more enjoyable.
